Horaxona, January 12th, 1901 
Tue news from Peking yivea in our Shang- 
hai correspondent’s telegram of the 10th 
instant, to the cflect that the terms imposed 
by the Powers are still unsigned * owing to

ous. When, it may be asked, was the first 
vefusal of the Emperor made? As far as 
the information which we possess goes, the 
‘Emperor has always expressed the greatest 
unxiety for peace, As the-New Year opened 
we heard that he had issued a decree accept- 
ing the terms. Then it wus stated from 
London that an official. message had been 
received fromthe Chinese Government, 
wecepling. the ‘emns of peace, but say- 
ing that an immediate compliance with 
“them was inpessible ; and; on the other 
hand, that the representatives of the 
Powers had required. the .Tmperial seal 


to be affixed to the document comvey- |. 


ing China's acceptance of thé terms. Now 
we learn. that the Emperor -has for 
the second time refused to sanction the 
terms. We are at a loss to find the previous 
yefusal. When the first draft was made of 
thé demands which China was called on to 
mect, a protest was made aguinst the clause 
asking for the execution of the principal 
offenders, as being, owing: to the rank- of 
- some of them, against the law of China, 
There wes, however, no refusal to sign the 
demands, as they had not been presented for 
signature then, . Not indecd until the 24th 
December were ‘uy definitely lnid before 
the Chinese representatives in their final 
form; and then they were accepted within 
-a week. It is plain, therefore, that either 
we have an incomplete story of the course of 
events or else the Peking news is incorrect. 
It may be that the refusal of Count von 
WaxpensgE to put a stop to the expeditions 
of tha Altes inland into Uhibli and beyond 
have occasioned a difficulty, for the Chinese 
evfdently regard these as of an hostile 
character, althoyigh thé Commander-ia-Chief 
of the Ajfied. forces, claims that they" are 
only directed tq the protection of life and 
property. Speculation, however, on this 
point is unprofitable, for our infoxmation is 
too scanty. '
